REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Independent 
claims 1, 6, 16, 17, 18, 23 and their dependent claims are allowed in this reissue 
application. The instant invention requires a print receptive, pill-resistant knit fabric 
which uses a high tenacity yarn (4g/den) and cellulosic yarns in a double knit 
construction with specific requirements of yarn placement and construction to achieve a 
predetermined pill resistance. 

New independent claims 18 and 23 broaden the scope of the invention by 
removing a limitation that the pill resistant fabric have a pill test rating of greater than 
about 3. Since this pill test rating is simply a result of the novel characteristics of the 
invention and not a controlling factor in the production of the fabric, the original claims 
including the pill test rating limitation and the newly added claims are allowable over the 
prior art.
